They captured 21 of the Chinamen, the 
bank, which contained $198.40, and al! the 
equipments "for running the came. Upon 
being marshalled intothe Township Court, 
the entire gang, with the utmost celerity, 
deposited $50 each cash bail for their ap- 
pearance and trotted off jabbering maledic- 
tions against the over-oflicious constables.

AZUSA. 


The Water Troubles Sti# Before the 
Courts. 

In Judge O’Melveney’s department of the 
Superior Court, yesterday, the old time- 
worn matter of Azusa water rights again 
cropped up. The present action resulted 
apparently from a violation of the order of 
the court last issued, when Parker, who is 
a memberof the Azusa Irrigating Com- 
pany, was ordered not to interfere with the 
flow of the water into the ditches and flumes 
of the Azusa Water Development Company. 
Both of these corporations, as well as others 
on the opposite side of the river, get their 
water from the San Gabriel River, and the 
cafion through which the river forces ‘ts 
way has been the scene of some exciting in- 
cidents during the past year, when he con- 
tending parties have tried to restrain one 
another from conveying water from the San 
Gabriel River. 

Injunctions have been granted on both 
sides, and the whole matter, by constant 
litigation, has assumed a very complicated 
aspect. At the same time it was allowed 
that the company was entitled 
to 137 inches uf water, which the corpora- 
tion claimed that they had developed. Not- 
withstanding, Parker, with his friends, pro- 
ceeded up the eafion and nailed down the 

ate of the rival company, so that not more 

1an this ahount could flow through their 
ditches. For this he and his friends were 
charged with contempt, and were summoned 
to appear yesterday to show cause why they 
should not be punished for disobeying 
the order of the Court.

10 years, 
OVER THE FIELD. 

A Times reporter has been taking a look 
about town at the different residences. 
A detailed description would be impossible 
outside a volume. A short story of them 
cannot fail to be interesting. 

Almost every style of architecture is rep- 
resented, but most prominent among them 
are the Queen Ann, Eastlake and man- 
esque. A beautiful combination extensivel 
appearing is the Eastlake with Mooris 
arches, and another is the Queen Ann with 
a modification of the Gothic, All the good 
residences go in for elaborate inside work, 
and mapy houses which are plain in ex- 
terior are furnished like palaces in the in- 
terior. The floors are in alternate pieces of 
walimut and ash or oak, and highly polished, 
the ope © finished in elaborate spindle 
work and the walls in hard wood. The 


latest tendency is for low ceilings. a style | 
copied from the East, which originated it 
for economy of heat. In a climate like this 
the high ceiling would appear most appro- 
priate and fitting, but architectural style has 
decreed that the high ceiling must come 
down, and down it is. 

THE CHIEF CHARACTERISTICS 
of the Los Angeles home are plenty of 
room, wide hallways, numerous verandas, 
and the bay window. The last-named is 
everywhere. A house would not seem com- 
plete without it. The painting is always 
elaborate, and in every conceivable color 
except a positive black. Leaded glass, 
stained glass and mosaic are seen in side- 
lights, transoms, and heavy plate in the 
wide, low windows. 

While beautiful residences are every- 
where, there are certain localities where 
they abound. 

TAKE FIGUEROA STREET, 

for instance. Fora distance of a mile out 
that wide thoroughfare, which was not in 
existence as a Street three years ago, there 
are homes where a king might live and feel 
that his habitation was in keeping with his 
high estate. For the full length of the 
street there is hardly a house of less than 
two stories. Allof them are large, nearly 
all have wide verandas running sometimes 
almost around them, and the grounds are 
always extensive and well kept, so that the 
surroundings are suited to the buildings. 
Those homes would seem out of place ina 
small lot.

Figueroa street seems to have been the 
choice of the well-to-do.

BOYLE HEIGHTS

Proceedings of the Meeting Yester- 
day—Important Matters Discussed. 
The regular meeting of the Board of 

Health was held at the Mayor’s oflice yes- 

terday afternoon, with Mayor Workman 

presiding, and the following members 
present: Messrs. Humphreys, Collins, 

Hanley and Gibbs. 

The minutes of the previous 
were read and approved. 

The secretary announced that as Dr. 
Reese had been subpcened in the Waters 
murder case he would not be present. 

A number of bills were read and ap- 
eg on The bill of Mr. McNeal, for bury- 
ng dead animals, came up and caused some 
discussion. It was stated that the railroad 
companies weuld not pay for disposing of 
dead animals, when, on-motion of Mr. Han- 
ley, the clerk was instructed to notify the 
railroad companies that they must pay for 
this service, and the Chief of Police was 
instructed to present the bill, which then 
went over for one week, 

A petition from residents on Grand ave- 
nue, between Fifth and Sixth streets, ask- 
ing tohave the street sprinkied daily,; was 
read and referred to the Mayor the 
best he can in the premises. 

Petitions were also received from resi- 
dents on Wright street, forthe same pur- 
pose, which was also referred to the. Mayor. 

The clerk reported that the City Attorney 
had reported that the board had a right to 
locate the pesthouse anywhere they liked in 
the city limits.

common method is to dig a peepee , and 
with it connect the water closet and kitchen 
sink without providing for ventilation. The 
effluvia and noxious gases from the cess- 
pools will then necessarily force themselves 
Into the houses, and their insidious and 
silent action is such that not until well- 
developed cases of diphtheria, typhoid and 
other malignant diseases make their appear- 
ance that suspicion is directed toward the 
probable cause. There are many houses 
with mpettor plumbing and improper ven- 
tilation in this city, and it is the earnest 
recommendation on the part of this board 
that every citizen will at once take steps to 
correct the evil inted out in his own 
house, and if in doubt the Health Officer 
will gladly lend any aid in his power. 

There being no further business, the 
board adjourned until Friday next.

A NEW ROUTE NORTHWARD FOR 
THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC. 


Surveyors Have Been Sent Ont—A 
Sunset Excursion Party Coming— 
Williamson Dunn Arranging for 
His Change of Location in Jnly. 


There is some talk among railroad men 
now about a new line for the Southern Pa- 
cific to San Francisco, Thereason for con- 
structing a newline is to avoid the San 
Fernando ‘Tunnel and the immense loop the 
other side of the tunnel, where extra en- 
gines are always employed.

A Budget of 


News Notes from the 
Seaside. 


SANTA MONICA, May 31.—[Corre- 
spondence of Titz Times.] Decoration 
day was observed here by a general 
suspension of business. At 2 o'clock 
the members of Ft. Fisher Post, 
G.A.R., accompanied by a large con- 
course of citizens, headed by the Santa 
Monica Brass Band, marched out tothe 
cemetery, where appropriate cere- 
monies were held, and the few graves 
of fallem-heroes were strewn with flow- 
ers. The Woman’s Relief Corps ren- 
dered valuable assistance by furnish- 
ing flowers, as well as providing car- 
riages for the children. 

Memorial services were held last 
Sunday at Steare’s Opera-house by the 
unionof all the churches. Rey. J. S. 
Kline'(Methedist), who was a chaplain 
in the army, delivered the opening ad- 
dress, followed by the Rev. R. Logan 
(Pres byterian) in a patriotic sermon. 

There is little to Le said about the 
war against tha ‘‘beach-dwellers,” out- 
side of what Tur Times has already 
given to the public. ‘There is a strong 
undercurrent of feeling existing, but 
nothing appears on the surface, as both 
sides are awaiting the decision. of the 
courts iu the matter before further 
action. The merchants, butchers, 
bakers, etc., favor them on account of 
their custom, while a large proportion 
of citizens take a more elevated view of 
the case and believe that a removal of 
the tents and shanties from the beach 
would add tothe sanitary condition of 
the town as well as to its attractive- 
ness. They are very proud of their 
beautiful beach, and object tu having 
its beauty despoiled by these unsightly 
tenements, and believe that their re- 
moval will add to the general pros- 
perity of the as the desir- 
able portion of them will simply change 


their abode to pleasanter places 
throughout the town. The own 
Trustees disclaim any feeling of ani- 


mosity against the beach-dweilers, but 
they insist upon their right to control 
the water-front, and have declared by 
ordinance all obstructions to be a nuis- 
ance. In proceeding to abate 
said nuisance they were opposed, and 
hence the arrest and suit in the Su- 
rior Court.

While in Log Angeles, I examined a 
remarkable deposit of asphaltum, just 
in the rear of the Second-street Park. 
This bed willbe found to be a product 
from the adjoining hills, at the base of 
which, during the later tertiary 

riod, the crust was fractured and 

he petroleum allowed to escape and 
ermeate the adjacent beds. This bed 
s of considerable extent, and will be 
valuable in pavement work on account 
of its available position. A well might 
be sunk here with almost a certainty of 
success. I found these same indica- 
tions elsewhere. At one place alittle 
off from the Temple-street cable line a 
ntleman whose name I have forgot- 
en has dug a well for water. Somuch 
oil and asphaltic petroleum was en- 


. countered that he had to abandon the 


well until the proper appliances for 
further work can be obtained. Water 
strongly impregnated with sulphur 
stands more than 20 feet in. the well. 
A thick covering of asphaltic oil floats 
on the surface, and gas is almost 
continually through it. 
Though I would not confine research 
to such spots as these (for I believe 
that oil and gas can be found by deep 
drilling anywhere between Los An- 
geles and the sea), yet, as such places 
are the way-marks to richer deposits, 
more immediate results might be ob- 
tained in drilling where external signs 
of oil appear. IsAAC N. VAIL. 


San Pedro Street. 

Los ANGELES May 28.—[To the Ed- 
ltor of Tue Times.] We are much 
_ pleased to see that our City Council, in 
the interest of the city and taxpayers, 
refused to encumber San Pedro street 
with steam railroad tracks. and thus 
destroy the beautiful avenue of 90 feet 
in width, but laid it over to enable 
them to look into the matter.

Out of the State.

Francisco, June 1.—[Special.] 
Secretary Maslin was in the city last night, 
and, speaking of the investigation which 
he is conducting at St. Vincent’s Orphan 
Asylum, at San Rafael, said with great 
earnestness: “It is rotten from beginning 
lf I can better the condition of the 
orphans there Lam going to doit. If not, 
lam going tocloseit up. Why, out of the 
2744 cents per day that the State cives them 
for each child they don’t spend 7 cents. 
That means a net income of $100 a 
day for the church, They have only 
cultivated about 60 acres out of the 
1000 acres they own, and yet. they 
are buying more, I understand. And what 
are they buying it with ? With the profits 
made out of the State. They have land 
enough to provide abundance of fresh milk, 
fruits and vegetables for the children, and 
yet they have scanty supplies. They pro- 
vide absolutely nothing in the way of edu- 
cation, and 14-year-old boys there are on 
about a par with ordinary city public school 
boys of 7 years of age. Some of the boys 
don’t study at all, but spend their time 
working about the place,” 
Maslin is well satisfied that the com- 
plainte of neglect and brutality are well 
founded, and is looking up nine boys who 
disappeared on Monday with one of the 
teachers. He has discovered the where- 
abouts of several, and the stories they tell 
serve to convince him that they were sent 
away from the asylum that their testimony 
might not be taken at the investigation. 
On the other hand, Father Croke has had 
a number of affidavits prepared, setting forth 
by teachers and others connected with the 
asylum that there is no foundation for the 
rumors or charges made,

Sr. Lours, June 1.—[By the Associated 
Press.| While but comparatively few of 
the actual participants in the Democratic 
National Convention have arrived, yet each 
train brings its quota, and the hotels are 
gradually filling up. Among the delegates 
now here, the Vice-Presidency is the all- 
absorbing topic, there being but one name 
heard for the head of the ticket. The situ- 
ation in regard to the second place is 
summed up by the Republican this morning 
as follows: ‘“Thurman can have the nomi- 
nation if he will take it. Black will havea 
very flattering following, especially from 
the South. Morrison will be the favorite of 
the ‘True Blues.’ If Thurman positively 
declines, Gray will have an immense fol- 
lowing, accompanied by bitter opposition 
from Indiana. Roger Q. Mills will receive 
a nice complimentary vote. Hearst of Cali- 
fornia is a promising dark borse.” 

Hearst is at present in St. Louis. He 
said: “‘Iam net aching for the \ ice-Presi- 
dency. 1 bear Calitornia’s commission in 
the Senate and I consider that honor 
enough. I don’t think to surrender the 
Senatorship and take the Vice-Presidency 
would be in the liné of promotion.

Early in the morning they took a 
run out to the convention hall in the Exposi- 
tion building, and after examining the ar- 
rangements, returned to the hotel in time 
for dinner. Perhaps the only exception to 
this sweeping ruje was Senator Hearst, and 
he took himseif to the race-track early in the 
day, where he spent his time profitabl 
among his horses and jockeys until the bell 
rang forthe first race in the afternoon.

“There must be some mistake about that, 
for people cannot be interested in a thing 
that does not exist. I am not a candi- 
date for the Vice-Presidency or for any 
other office. Consequently there can be 
no real or actual interest in my assumed 
candidacy.” 

“But your name is now being mentioned 
in all parts of the country as one likely to 
be selected at St. Louis.” 

“That may be, but no one has been 
authorized to use my name in thatconnec- 
tion. 1 want no office of any kind, and 
consequently am not an aspirant for the 
Vice-Presidency. 1 look upon this whole 
matter as being intended as a friendly cont 
pliment, but I would much rather my 
friends would compliment me by not men- 
tioning my name in that way.” 

“But they doubtless assume that vou are 
desirous of seeing President Cleveland re- 
elected and——”’ 

“There is no greund for assumption or 
supposition on that score. [I am desirous 
of seeing Cleveland reélected. All that I 
can dointhat behalf will be done cheer- 
fully, and in my opinion he will be elected 
by an increased majority. A man with the 
courage, honesty, patriotism and statesman- 
ship of Grover Cleveland deserves such an 
indorsement at the hands of the people as 
his reélection would imply.” 

“Butin the event of your unanimous 
nemination forthe Vice-Presidency at St. 
Louis?” 

“That event will not happen, for I have 
already told you that lam not a candidate 
for that or any other official position.” 

“But suppose you were nominated, would 
you decline the nomination?” 

‘‘There would be no propriety in declin- 
ing substantially before it is ten- 
dered, and [am not so presumptious as to 
decline in advance a nomination that will 
undoubtedly go to another; for the conven- 
tion will not lack the best of material from 
which to select. I am a private in the 
ranks, and the question of the Vice-Presi- 
dential nomination in no way effects me.” 

New YorK, June 1.—Justice Maurice J. 
Power, who came over from Washington on 
Tuesday with the President, says that the 
New York delegation will be solid for ‘Thur- 
man, Judge Thurman will accept a nomi- 
nation’ which he feels sure to be a unani- 
mous one. Tim Campbell, also one of the 
Presidential party, says that be has been in- 
structed to go for Thurman. It is given by 
ahigher authority than Judge Power that 
the New York delegation intend to hold a 
meetingin St. Louis on Monday afternoon 
to pass resolutions favoring Thurman. 

This afteruoon Sheriff Grant and Com- 
missioner Crocker sent the following tele- 
Hon. Allan G. Thurman at Colum- 
us, O.:

A RAY OF HOPE. 


Gen. Sheridan’s Condition 
Somewhat Improved. 


A Distinguished Doctor Says His Re-. 
covery Is Not Impossible, 


But the Patient Has the Chances 
Much Against Him. 


The Patient Receives His Commission as General of 
the Army and Issaes His First Order— 
Mrs. Sheridan Declares That 
He Will Recover. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 1.--[By the Associ- 
ated Press.} The following bulletin was 
issued at 8:30a.m.: “Gen, Sheridan held 
his own through the night. There has been 
no recurrence of immediate danger, but the 
General’s. condition justifies the gravest 
anxiety.” So severe was the relapse yes- 
terday that Father Chapelle was sum- 
raoned to administer the extreme unction. 
Only by rapid work was the crisis tided 
over. The sick man might die at any mo- 
ment, 

The Post says: “The situation became 
60 serious that the army surgeons, who have 
been in charge of the case, determined to 
call in civilian aid. Atthis point a little 
inside history may not be out of place. 
Several days after Gen. Sheridan’s first at- 
tack a physician was called whose name 
never appeared in the bulletins. He found 
that digitalis had been given in large quan- 
tities and toa dangerous extent. He or- 
dered it suspended and _ substituted 


strychnia. He, too, suggested the use of} 


oxygen. The result of this course was 
seen In a long rally which followed” the at- 
tack of Sunday morning, and which 
lasted until Wednesday night. Having 
given directions as to treatment, he retired 
and immediately other complications arose. 
(Edema of the legs crew so intense that the 
patient was placed flaton his back in bed. 
The strain on the legs being thus reduced 
cedema of the legs ceased. But the matter 
which produced edema was not entirely 
eliminated from the system ugh the 
kidneys, but the fluid penetrated the abdo- 
men. Then, instead of penetrating the heart 
sac and producing death, it found its 
way into the lungs, producing conges- 
tion and cough, and the relapse of yester- 
day resulted. 

“When Dr. Lincoln came his keen eye 
sight discovered the difficulty and sug- 
gested relief. While indorsing what had 
been done, he had no hesitation in chang- 
ing the treatment. To relieve the pressure 
on the legs the General was bolstered up in 
bed, and to carry off the ‘water which had 
congested the lungs cathartics were admin- 
istered. This treatment seemed to be fol- 
lowed witha measure of success, but no 
great encouragement is held out by any 
one.”’ 

Dr. Pepper of Philadelphia reached 
Washington at 5:45 this morning. The 
other physicians, except Dr. Lincoln, were 
waiting for him, and upon his arrival at the 
house immediately proceeded to the sick- 
room, where he madeadiagnosis of the 
case. The result of his examination was 
not of an encouraging character, as clearly 
shown bythe brevity and evident alarm 
expressed in the 8:30 bulletin, which, in 
conclusion, said: “The patient’s condition 
still justifies the gravest anxiety.’’ Dr. 
Pepper returned to Philadelphia at 9 
o'clock. Col. Sheridan, however, said this 
morning: “The General has had a comfort- 
-able night and looked very much improved 
this morning.” 

NO CHANGE. 

At noon it was announced that the Gen- 
eral’s condition was practically unchanged. 
‘There had been no recurrence of heart 
trouble since this morning. 

At 3 p.m. no material change had oc- 
curred in Gen. Sheridan’s condition. He 
had been slesping quietly at intervals for 
three hours. 

The following bulletin was issued at 9:30 

m. : 


“The situation remains about the same. 
Throughout the day Gen. Sheridan’s mind 
has been lucid. There has been no renewal 
of yesterday’s attack, though there is but 
an incomplete recovery from its effect. No 
new unfavorable symptoms are displayed. 
The unavoidable excitement connected 
with his promotion has had no injurious ef- 
fect whatever. He has slept quietly 
through the greater part of the day.” 

A RAY OF HOPE. 

It was stated at the house this afternoon 
that the physicians recently called to con- 
sult thoroughly approve the course of treat- 
ment previously pursued in the case, and 
do not advise any change therein. Dr. 
a stated to the family this morning, 
so it is said, that while the case was agrave 
one, he did not regard it as hopeless. His 
return to Philadelphia has no significance, 
it is said, beyond the fact that it was ren- 
dered necessary by engagements there. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 1.—Dr. William 
Pepper, professor of the University of 
Pennsylvania, returned to the city this 
afternoon from his hasty visit to Washing- 
ton, where he was called into consuitation 
by the physicians attending Gen. Sheridan. 
Dr. pe a expresses a somewhat hopeful 
view of Sheridan’s condition, and says that 
although desperately ill there may be a 
chance of recovery. 


ANOTHER PHYSICIAN'S VIEWS. 


WASHINGTON, June 1.—A _ prominent 
physician, in speaking of Sheridan’s case 
tonight, said that Matthew Arnold, his 
father and brother, had al] died of heart 
failure, the general trouble being the same 
as that in Gen. Sheridan’s case. Matthew 
Arnold, he said, had lived for 20 years with 
this disease, being extremely careful of 
his diet, and it was in this period 
that he did his life work. His death was 
finally caused by over-exertion, which 
brought on heart trouble, and it killed him. 
Gen. Sheridan, he said, might live for years 
with this trouble if he recovered from the 

resent attack, but it would be necessar 
or him to always exercise great care an 
aeeeees himself constantly to rigid disci- 
pline. 


LATEST BULLETINS, 


WASHINGTON, June 2, 12:30 a.m.—There- 


has been no appreciable change in Gen. 
Sheridan’s condition since last evening’s 
bulletin was issued. He hascouhed but 
little, has slept most of the time, and, when 
awake, has been clear in his mind and 
cheerful. 

3 a:m.—Gen. Sheridan awoke from a 
light sleep a short time ago, and was imme- 
diately seized withan attack of coughing, 
which lasted for some minutes. The coug 
did not seem to be as strong as heretofore, 
and was accompanied by more expectoration. 
Nothing could be learned about Wen. Sher- 
idan at the door, and it was insisted at first 
that there had been no coughing, and later 
that it was not the General, but some one 
else who had been coughing. The attack 
caused ali physicians to arouse and go to 
his bedside. 


SHERIDAN’S NEW RANK. . 


He Receives His Commission ag Gen- 
eral of the Army. | 

WASHINGTON, June 1.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Immediately after the pas- 
sage by the House of the bill to revive the 
rank of General of the Army, the bill was 
sent to the President and signed by him. 
He then sent the nomination of Philip H. 
Sheridan to the Senate for that position. 
The Senate immediately confirmed 
nomination, 

At 8o’clock Senators Hawley and Man- 
derson drove to Gen, Sheridan’s residence 
with the commission which the President 
had just signed making him General of the 
Army... They were at once admitted and 
were | greeted by Sheridan. As 


She eftered the room Senator Hawley 
handed her the commission with the re- 
mark: “Madame, | hand you this with 
great pleasure.”” Mrs, Sheridan was much 
moved and exclaimed: “Il know he will 
get well.” She thanked the gentlemen 
with much earnestness, and, retiring, said 
she would at once hand the commission to 
the General. 

Shortly afterward Gen. Sheridan was in- 
formed of the receipt of his commission as 
General of the Army, and he expressed 
himself as extremely grateful. 

At 3:45 p.m. Gen. Sheridan signed the 
following formal acceptance of his epminis- 
sion as General of the Army: 

HBADQUARTERS Army U.S. A,, 

WASHINGTON, June 1, 1888, 

To the Honorable Secretary of War: I 
have the honor to acknowledge the receipt 
of my commission as General of the Army, 
to which position the President has today 
appointed me. I hereby aecept the same. 

(Signed. ) H. Surripan, General. 

The signature was written with a pencil 
in a largeanad perfectly legible hand. Soon 
aiter the receipt of his commission Gen. 
Sheridan took the oath of office and directed 
the issuance of the following cenera! order. 
being his first official actin his capacity as 
General:

(2) Inaddition to his duties as Aide-de- 
camp, Col. Blunt will continue to perform 
the duty of Inspector of Rifle Practice af 
the headquarters of the army.

Col. Sheridan called on Presilent Cleve- 
land this afternoon at the General's re- 
quest, to thank him for his nomination and
